DR. F. F. TISDALL, of Toronto, | 


|a nutrition expert brought back a 
| grim report after visiting some of 
the Indians in northern Manitoba. 
| He told the committee: 

We went to Norway House 
in particular and made three 
trips in all... in 1941, 1943 
and 1944....-° The majority of 
the Indians we saw, according 
to our present day medical 
standards, were sick. They 
were not sick according to lay 
opinion but, when we examin- 
ed them carefully from the 
medical standpoint, they had 
so many obvious evidences of 

malnutrition that if you or I 

were in the same _ condition, 
| we would demand hospitaliza- 

tion at once. We were struck, 
| particularly in 1941, with the 
inertia, the lack of initiative, 
the indolence of these people. 
Physically, they shuffled about; 
they moved slowly. Even 
though we had to speak to 
many of them through an in- 
terpreter, it was obvious their 
mental processes were going 
on at a very slow pace. 

We found in that particular 
band the TB death rate was 
just SO times the tuberculosis 
death rate among the white 
population of Manitoba, This 
raises a problem far beyond 
the Indians because there is a 
focus of infection which is of 
concern to you and me. We 
can never prevent  tubereul- 
osis among the white popula- 
tion of Canada when we have 
a focus of 30 times among 
those Indians...... 


There were many other dis- 
eases which they contracted 
much more readily than would 
@ person who was better fed; 
and they died from those dis- 
eases where the other person 
would not have died. In the 
Cross Lake band the infant 
mortality for one year--that 
is the number of babies who 
died under one year of age— 
reached a total of 500, compar- 
ed to the figure last year of 
approximately 40 in the city 
of Toronto,

was not sufficient or not of the 
proper type to allow them to 
be healthy, he told the com- 
mittee. 

No less than 85 per cent of the 
calories they buy come from 
white flour, lard and sugar. 
These foods are almost entire- 
ly lacking in vitamins and are 
very deficient in minerals. 

We found that where they 
should receive 900 milligrams 
of calcium a day, they were 
only receiving about 100 in the 
food they bought. The vitamin 
A consumption should be 
around 5,000 units, but they 
were getting only 235. Con- 
sumption of thiamin, or one 
of the B vitamins, should have 
been around one and a half, 
but they got one-third of a 
milligram. As regards vitamin 
C, which we obtain from fresh 
fruits and vegetables and of 
which they should have receiv- 
ed about 75, they were getting 
under 10. 

We also found that in the 
past the Indians used to eat 
the insides, the liver and other 
parts of the animals and fish. 
Now, imitating the white man’s 
custom, they clean the fish 
and throw away the articles of 
food which we know are rich 
in minerals and vitamins. 


| CLEARLY, A BASIC necessity 
| among Indian bands, living under 
conditions such as Dr. Tisdall des- 
jeribed, is to improve their diet— 
jor rather to teach them something 
jof the science of nutrition, so that 
they will be enabled to make a

WEATHER FORECASTS 

Editor, Bulletin: I have read with 
interest the question asked vre- 
cently in your editorial column 
concerning the origin of weather 
forecasts for the Edmonton area. 
The Weather Office at the Edmon- 
ton airport issues all official fore- 
casts for Alberta, the Peace River 
district and the western section of 
Saskatchewan. These are issued 
four times daily at 6 a.m, U1 am, 
5 pan., and 9 p.m. 

The local radio stations receive 
these forecasts over the press wire 
services within one hour of the | 
time of issue and all of them co- 
operate very faithfully in present- | 
ing #hese forecasts to their listen- 
ers as soon as possible. 

A study of the forecasts indicates | 
that on the average, an unpredicted | 
rainfall in the four hours imme- 
diately following the issuing of a| 
forecast (such as last Monday's) | 
occurs not more than once in every | 
As the time| 
passes beyond this four-hour 
period the number of errors in- 
crease proportionately and for this

for which the Edmonton Weather 
Office must forecast is large, it 
is not considered practical to is- 
sue special forecast revisions un- 
less there is a possibility of dam- 
age to life or property. In such 
cases special warnings are issued 
to the press wire services. 

The frequency with which errors 
crop up in weather forecasts is 
partly explained by the number 
of important elements which go to 
make up the total weather condi- 
tions. The four most important 
are wind, cloudiness, precipitation 
and temperature. Let any one of 
these deviate at all from the of- 
ficial forecast, even for a few min- 
utes of the 36 hour period over 
which our main forecast extends, 
and critics appear to point out the 
inadequacy of the weather “probs.” 

The prediction of rainfall in sum- 
mer time is the most difficult task 
of the prairie weather forecaster 
but examination of this season's 
forecasts and those of last year’s 
shows considerable improvement in 
the results obtained. Meteorologists 


| are the last to claim that their fore- 
| casts.are reliable 100 per cent of 


the time. However, as experience 
is gained and our staff trained in 
new techniques, many of the puzz 
ling situations in prairie weather 


| will be understood. This cannot 


happen overnight in a_ public 


| weather service which commenced 
operation only sixteen months ago. ° 


Business, aviation, and others 
who make regular and careful use 
of the Edmonton Weather Office 
forecasts praise their accuracy and 


| dependability. Local radio stations 


have only increasing demands for 


| an extension of the existing serv- 


ice. This alone indicates that is a 
popular and worthwhile feature, 
At present there are more requests 
for forecast service than our Divi- 
sion can handle.

THE STORY OF THE CIRCUS 

The name “circus” goes back 
te the days of ancient Rome. The 
Roman circus was a huge race - 
course, where chariot races were 
held. It also was the scene of sham 
fights on horseback, athletic games 
and. at certain times, of wild-ani- 
ma! fights and combats between 
gladiators 

The modern circus really began 
when Philip Astley, a former ser- 
geant major in the British cavalry, 
decided to combine feats of horse- 
manship with a number of other 


the next thirty years, 
amusement centre of New York. He 
provided jugglers, educated dogs, 
trained fleas, fat boys, giants and 
dwarfs, including the famous dwarf 
General Thumb. The burning of 
the museum building put an end to 
the enterprise; and Barnum decid- 
ed to retire from show business. 

He was too active a person, how- 
ever, to remain in retirement very 
long. In April, 1871, P.T. Barnum’s 
Circus, Menagerie and Museum op- 
ened in Brooklyn. This circus was 
the largest that the world had ever 
seen. There were feats of horse- 
manship, flying trapeze artists, wild 
animal acts. There were battalions 
of clowns

Elephants are among the most dependabie 
performers and have long been a feature of circuses. 


The most 


famous of all was Jumbo, brought to the United States by P. T. Barnum 


in the 1880's and billed as the largest 


features. This show, which reach- 
ed its full development about 1780, 
was staged in the Ampitheatre Rid- 
ing House near London. Astley was 
invited to go to Paris by the French 
Queen, Marie Antoinette. Astley 
and his son gave performances 
which delighted the French people 
Thereafter the circus spread rap- | 
idjy al over Europe 

The first circus to come to Ameri- 
ca was that of the Englishman, 
Thomas Poo}, in the year 1785. Oth- 
er circuses followed. By 1820, as 
many as thirty were wandering 
through the eastern states 

These early circuses would seem 
pany indeed by modern standards 
They generally consisted of a 
couple of wagons, four horses, a 
half dozen performers and a clown 
They performed on any vacant lot 
that was avaliable 

No one did more to make the 
circus the gigantic spectacie it is 
today than the famous American | 
showman, Phineas T. Barnum. In
